OBITUARY. . 


Mr, T.O. Wilken. 


It is with a vory kean saquse of 
loss that wo have to record the 
death of one of Hongkong’s best 
Known newspaper mens Mr. 
Thomas Oliver Wilken, of the 
China Nail staff, which tock place 
at the Government Civil Hospital 
early on Sun¢yy_moroing. The 
deceased, who was a youre man 
only 29 yoars of age, was ex- 
tramely popular and wall liked 
not only by his professional 
coleagues. but by a very wida 
circle of friends, and his death 
is genuinely [amented by all who 
knew him. a 

For some years past he had been 
subjact to Kidnew trouble, and just 
over a month ago was admitted 
into the Government Civil’ 
Hospital with another attack. 
From this he seemingly recovered, 
for he was sufficiently con. 
valescent over a week agoto come 
down to town for a few hoors 
daily. A relapse, however, confin- 
ed him to his bed again’ and 
excessive blood pressure was 
followed by  preurisy and 
poeumonia. In spiteofavery cate 
and atrention by Dr.: McKenny~ 
and the nursing staff of, the 
hospital. tha deceased passed 
peacetully away at3,20 onSundsy 
morning. 

The Iste Mr. Wilken, who was 
a native of Luton, Bedfordshire, 
gained his first newspaper ex-~ 
perience on tha Heufiwedshire 
Osserrer. coming to Hongkong to 
join the staff of the South Chine 
Morniny Post in November, 1914 
For some months he was arnem- 
bar of the Volenteer Cotpa—she 
old Left Section—but he was 
invalided out before the corps 
became known as tha Defence 
Corps. He was keenly interested 
in all forms of sport and was s 
member of the Tinited Athletic’ 
Club and the V. RC. In 1919 he 
joined the staff of the China Mail 
and soon sfter “was appointed 
business manager and pablisher. . 
Acapable reporter, he was often 
seen at the Colony’s important 
meatings and fucctions.
